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Gaear dissatisfaction is expressed both 
by the Foreign and Native Press in 
Japan, at the administration of the new 
Press Laws. We remarked, at the 
time of their publication, that all de» 
pended upon the spirit in which they 
were administered. It was reasonable 
that some laws should be needed to 
govern a totally new enterprise; and 
the rules actually put in force, with one 
or two exceptions, would fairly meot 
the case, if they were liberally ad- 
ministered. But this element of intelli- 
gence and l:berality seems to have been 
very greatly wanting in tho officials 
upon whom has devolved the duty of 
censorship. Instead of reserving tho 
laws to meet cases of real offence, they 
have strained them to check every kind 
of public comment, till newspapers find 
it difficult to fill their columns except 
with trashy news, and stories of fox. 
myths, big gooseberries, and extra. 
ordinary fishes, The healthy com- 
mentary we used to notice on passing 
events, on the changes through which 
the country is passing, and tho 
policy of the Government, seem now 
to be impossible, Not improper 
and seditious comment, but com- 
ment of any description, seems to 
be interpreted as an offence—till one 
of the papers cries out that it would 
need 100 editors, as one would be 
imprisoned daily, if the present system 
is continued, And the Rule which wo 





06 | blamed at the outset, prohibiting the 


publication of the proceedings of official 
Courts, comes in to cover the oppression, 


S| Under it, papers are precluded from 


publishing details of their own cases, 
and thus from enlisting in their support 
the foreo of public opinion which would 
eventually compel a more reasonable 
course of action. If the proceedings of 
a Court be just, it can only derive 
strength from publicity ; if it be wrong, 
publicity is necestary to check the 
impropriety. It is quite possible to 
conceive that unbridled comment might 
be injurious in judicial as woll a 
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political matters, by a Pross not yob 
educated in political disorotion, and not 
yet governed by the canons of public 
taste which have grown up in England 
to restrain it, But no process of 
argument can justify the prohibition of 
publicity to mere proceedings of Law 
Courts; and no better proof of this 
wrong could be adduced, than the caso 
before us. ‘The Press is deprived by this 
restriction of the right of appeal to 
public judgment, which constitutes its 
greatest strength. It is the support of 
public opinion which has carried the 
Buropean Press through periods of 
great persecution, to its present pitch 
of power; and public opinion can 
further be relied on to curb as well as 
to support it, Ono of the most valn- 
able functions of the Press is to expose 
wrong-doing, and to check wrong- 
doing by apprehension of the punish- 
ment which publicity implies. Nowhere 
is there greater scope for wrong-doing 
than in a judicial Court. Yet the rule 
instituted by the Government of Japan 
at once destroys this function, and leaves 
the Courts to their own instincts. 

Apart, however, from this rule, which 
wo hold to be thoroughly bad, Rules, 
unobjectionable if treated as a reserve 
force for tho restraint of impropriety, 
seem to have been misused in practice 
to an extent that would be ridiculous 
if tho caso wore less deplorable. As 
pointed ont by a Japanese writer, in a 
very moderate article in the Nagasaki 
Rising Sun, some restraints are no 
doubt necessary in a country where the 
fonctions of the Press are nob well 
understood, where political feeling still 
runs high, and the people are not 
‘sufficiently educated or accustomed to 
political discussion, to be trusted to 
read and weigh calmly violent partisan 
writings. But this is a vory different 
thing from hindering discussion of any 
kind, and suddenly and harshly applying 
a now law, as yet ill-understood. What- 
‘ever may have been the intention of the 
framers, those upon whom it devolved 
to administer the laws act as though 
they were intended to choke, instead 
of regulate discussion; and punish 
newspapers for publishing, not seditious 
commentary, but the mere act of com- 
montary—not a scurrilous letter, but the 
act of publishing correspondence that 
has any meaning or purpose. Such, 
at least, is tho inference we are com- 
polled to draw from the statements 
made and instances quoted in the 
Japanese papers; and we cannot but 
express our disappointment at the 
failure of the Government to deal more 
reasonably and liberally with the Press 
‘question.

About 
one-third of the number of English mem- 
bers attended. After some discussion, 
Mr. Westall proposed, and Mr. Haslewood 
seconded, that a challenge should be sent 
to the Scotch members.—An amendment, 
proposed by Mr. Georgo Lewis, and 
seconded by Mr. Dowdall, that itbe left to 
the Scotch to challenge the English if they 
chose, was lost, and the original motion 
carried, —Mr. Westall and Mr. Haslowood 
wore successively proposed as captain of 
the English eight, to select and train 
the crow, but declined on account of 
pressure of business.—Mr. George Lowis 
was thon proposed, and accepted the post, 
and this terminated tho business, 

‘The only point of interest in the minutes 
of the last Council meeting, is the Bund 
line correspondence, We gladly infer, 
from the Consuls’ enquiry whether the 
plan proposed by the French Council 
accords with the interests of the English 
and American Sottloments—that there is a 
prospect of getting tho approval of the 
Chinese to the whole scheme, ‘The Eng 
Council point cut that the French plan is 
‘a copy, so far as these Settlements aro 
concerned, of tho ono Iaid before the 
Consular Body some years since, and which 
appears to have dropped out of sight. 
‘The threo Settlements are therefore in 
‘accor id we sincerely trust some 
authoritative limit to wharf encroachment 
will be at last laid down.—No one will 
regret to seo the pontoon bridge over the 
Soochow creek disappear. ‘To say it is 
the ugliest atructure over any creek in the 
neighbourhood, is to use a mild term. 
However, it was not meant to be handsome, 
Dut to serve a purpose. It has done this, 
though not so effectually as it might have 
been made to du, aud may now well be

“Aapecial meeting of the Mi-ho-loong Hook 
and Ladder Company was held on Tuesday 
evening, to elect a second assistant fore- 
man and for other business. Captain Rice 
occupied the chair, and the minutes of the 
last general mesting having been read by 
‘Mr. M. Hawtroy, Hon. Sec., were passed 
and signed.—Four new members were 
then elected.—Mr. Pryer and Mr. Westall 
having been proposed and seconded for 
the vacant office above-named, the former 
gentleman offered to withdraw, but it was 
decided to ballot in the vsual way, the 
result being that Mr, Westall was elected 
by nine to seven. 

A very heavy rainfall occurred during 
the night and morning of the 31st—Ist. 
The streets were flooded, 10.85 inches fell

Arrangements were made to launch » 
small iron-clad gunboat which has been 
built at the Kiangnan Arsonal, on Wed 
nesiay ; but she stuck on the ways, and 
despite the united efforts of two gunboats 
and two tugs, still remains fast in tho 
cradle, We are informed that, in eon 
sequence of the falling tides, no further 
attempt will be made to get her into the 
water, probably for a fortnight, It is 
satisfactory to know that her position is as 
secure as skill can ninke it, and that there 
is little fear of danger from straining, 

Wo aro indebted to H, M.’s Consul for 
‘a copy of the New Order in Coun, cou- 
stituting Shanghai a Port of Registry, 
After the usual verbiage at the commence. 
ment, the title of the document is fixed as 
the “China and Japan Maritime Order in 
Council, 1874.” Under it, Shanghai is 
constituted a Port of Registry, A Re- 
gistrar is to be appointed by the Home 
Government; but the British Minister in 
China may appoint an Acting-Registrar, in 
case of the absence or illness of the genuine 
one. ‘Tho Registrar has tho samo powers 
as any registrar of shipping appointed 
under the Merchant Shipping Acts ; and

performance of any act relating to the 
registry of a ship, to be considerd as cc 
cupying the place of the Board of Trade, 
Dotailed instructions are given as tothe 
moue of transfer of a ship under certificate 
of sale from one British subject to anotherat 
‘4 Consular port, the mode of transfor from 
a Foroign to a British subject, the mode 
of registry of a ship provided with a sailing 
letter, &c., dc, Passes may bo granted, 
pending the delivery of certificate of 
gistry. A scale of fees is fixed; and 
printed copies of the Order aro to be 
“provided aud sold at auch reasonable 
price as H, M.’s Ministor in China direot.” 
It is a matter for congratulation that thie 
Order, the necessity for which has beet 
80 long felt, has been at last obtained aud 
put in force.

“tn the native city and suburbs, the 
qeremonial was also generally carried 
out, and the reflection of the fires was 
eon far and wide, while the sky was 
all aglow. ‘This effect was in a great 
measure to be accounted for by the com- 
bustibles employed on the occasion ; for 
alas! the spirit of innovation, consequent 
corrupting influences of Western 
ion, wat abroad; and, instead of 
wry joss-paper, Kerosine and 
other oils were used, which, poured upon 
tome material built up in little circles, and 
on fire, gave an intense glare, the 
appenranco of which seemed to please the 
assembled crowds as much as the ob- 
ject for which it was lighted. Others, 
‘gain, set up a row of common tallow 
caudles, while the more orthodox con- 
fined themselves exclusively to joss- 
piper. ‘The ceremonial has probably 
dvindled down very much to the simple 
cbservance of an annual custom—like, for

The Governor has not been 
content to allow the wrong; he has me- 
morialized the Government, and we have 
now an edict severely blaming the Viceroy 
and handing him over to the proper Board 
for punishment. Our last news from 
Canton reported that this punishment has 
beon assessed at degradation four steps in 
rank,

quake at Nacasaxt, on Tuesday last. 
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por (so. 2) AT SHANTUNG PROMONTORY. 


Oxor again wo have a report of a 
serious riot at the Shantung Promon- 
tory. ‘There has, it appears, been 
always some difficulty in getting the 
villagers to supply water and food to 
the Foreigners in charge of the light- 
house, The fact is attributed greatly 
to the influence of a literate named 
Li Wa, who lives in the neighbourhood, 
‘and greatly to the injudicious pro- 
clamation put out Inst year, just after 
the Faweett riot, the natural effect of 
which would be to persuade the natives 
that the Foreigners who were coming to 
reside there were some new and dan- 
gerous kind of animal, who needed to 
be avoided and restrained, and generally 
treated in any other way than as barm- 
less and well-intentioned beings. Lately, 
however, some villager less subservient 
orless timid than the rest, seems to have 
broken the ban, and to have supplied 
provisions—for doing which be was 
maltreated —not by the Foreigners 
against whom he had been so carefully 
warned by the Customs proclamation, 
but by his own countrymen. These, 
s0 far as we can learn, seem to have 
been the preliminary causes of the pre- 
sent trouble. Mr. D. M. Henderson, 
hearing of it, went with one of the 
light-house keepers to the village where 
ithapporied, to enquire into it, We have 
no information as to their experience 
there, but on their way back it seems 
that Mr, Henderson bethought himself 
to pay a civil visit to the famous Li 
‘Wu, to whom we havo before referred 
as the prime mover and instigator of 
tho whole trouble at the Promontory. 
Not only was his visit contemptuously 
refused; but the whole party, com- 
prising the two Foreigners, two boat- 
men, and Mr. Henderson's boy, was 
straightway attacked by a mob of vil- 
Ingers, armed with hoes, sickles, and 
bamboos, with which they inflicted 
severe cuts and bruises on the unfor- 
tunate visitors. It was only by dint 
of hard running that the Foreigners 
succeeded in getting out of their 
clutches. One of their Chinese attend- 
ants seems to have been equally for- 
tunate, But two of the others were 
caught by the pursuers, and were sent 
back two days later from the District 
Magistrate's yamén, bearing evidence 
of having been “rather more than half 
murdered by the mob.” So bad were 
they, that they actually seem to have 
escaped further beating at the yamén, 
Because they had been already so 
severely punished as to be unable to 
stand more! 

‘And all this happens within three 
weeks of Mr. Mayers’ visit to the Pro- 
montory, for the purpose of offering 
compensation to the widow of the man 
alleged to have been shot by Faweett, 
and during which it was hoped Li Wa 
had been warned into better behaviour. 
‘We never had much faith in the effi- 
cacy of that visit, Its effect could 


hardly fail to be to confirm the natives 
jn the belief they expressed at 
Faweett’s trial, that the lighthouse 
was a Foreign matter; and no worse 
measure could have been taken, if it 
were thought worth while to investigate 
the rumour about the resurrection of 
Faweett’s “victim.” It is likely this 
rumour may be pooh-poohed at the 
Legation ; and it is quite possible it is 
unfounded. But it seems to have 
gained sufficient ground at Chefoo to 
make it worth while inquiring into; 
and if inquiry had been made quietly 
through the missionaries, or intimation 
had been let ooze out through some 
Chinese that $500 would be given to 
any one who could satisfy the British 
authorities that Yuen Chong-chow is 
alive, there would have been some 
chance of finding ont the truth. If a 
bribe of $500 had failed to produce 
evidence of the man’s existence, one 
would be inclined, in China, to think 
it pretty certain the rumour was 
untrue, But sending a gunboat, with 
a British official on board, was a certain 
means of getting the man spirited away 
if he were alive, and the offer of com- 
pensation was a bribe for him toremain 
dead in the hope of getting more. As 
we said at first, the story is so unlikely, 
that the chances are it is groundless ; 
but it is not so utterly inconsistent 
with Chinese idiosyncracy as not to 
be worth investigation. In any case, 
the fresh attack upon Mr. Henderson 
and his party proves that the visit was 
an utter failure, if it was hoped thereby 
to conciliate the villagers or to over- 
awe Li Wu. The villagers make a 
more savage attack than before; and 
few will doubt, after Li Wu's anteced- 
ents and his contemptuous rejection of 
‘Mr. Henderson's call, that that worthy 
was at the bottom of the riot. Li is 
the man who caused all the trocble from 
the commencement, and so far from 
being frightened, here is he instigating 
a more serious outrage than before, 
three weeks after the warning that was 
to have restrained him. 

‘And now what is to be done? Are 
tho light-house keepers to be always 
risking their lives; and must we under- 
take the duty which devolves properly 
upon the Chinese Government, of pro- 
teoting its employés ? or will the affair 
be let to pass oxi this plea, and Mr. 
Li Wa be allowed to continue hostili- 
ties ? In any civilised country, the 
duty of repressing the disturbance and 
punishing the wrong would devolve, of 
course, upon the local government. 
But in a civilised country, the Govern- 
ment could be relied on to do justice ; 
and here it cannot, And so much 
depends on the maintenance of our 
prestige that we cannot afford to let 
Englishmen be attacked with hoes and 
knives, even though they be in Chinese 
employ. The Chinese unfortunately will 
not discriminate between a Foreigner 
employed by the Emperor to take care 
of a Lighthouse, and a Foreigner tra- 
yelling on his own account. If they 





are allowed to attack the ono with 


impunity, they will attack the other 
if the whim seizes them, or if a Chen 
Kwo-jui, or a Li Setai, or a Li Wa 
is at hand to instigate them. We 
agree with Sir Edmund Homby 
that carrying revolvers is an objec. 
tionable practice; but if one’s life is 
sought, one inclines to take measures 
to defend it. Supposo Mr. Hender. 
son and his companions had been armed 
with revolvers and had used them in 
their emergency. Would this have 
been held murder, and what would hare 
been the offence and what the panish. 
ment of their Chinese assailants ?

ORIENTATION. 


Nexr to a brand new word, the best 
thing is an old word used in a new 
sense, and this the home newspapers 
have just given us. We read now of a 
visit to the East as “Orientation.” 
‘The projected “ progress” of the Prince 
of Wales through India is described by 
this awkward but suggestive word. 
The event is ono of such importance 
that we admit it deserves a new vocable, 
and for want of a better we must put 
up with the one adopted. The Prince 
of Wales’ “Orientation” or airing in 
the East, is really a very noteworthy 
ocourrence. The fact that, for the first 
time in history, “the immediate heir of 
England” will visit the seat of Indian 
Empire is of itself sufficient. No sitna- 
tioncan be morestriking than that which 
the Prince will find himself placed in, 
ata grand Durbar of Native Princes. 
Never perhaps at any period of his 
life, not even when he is crowned, 
will he feel himself so superbly sur- 
rounded by the pageantry and splen- 
dours of royalty as at these Indian 
levees. We must not imagine, how- 
ever, that the visit to the East will 
be a mere series of dazzling shows. 
The Prince will see many new sights. 
Ho will be brought into contact with a 
world utterly unlike the world in which 
he has lived. He will seo the growths 
of ancient civilizations, tho ritual of 
venerable creeds, the strango conflict 
between the institutions of immemorial 
antiquity and the active bustling spirit 
of modern science and modern enter- 
prise, He will seo British rale under 
conditions the Jike to which have never 
been presented to him before, And 
unless he is a man of far less ability 
than we have every reason to think he 
is, he will make good uso of his time. 
The value of the information that will 
be within his grasp cannot possibly be 
over-estimated, andthe insight that he 
will gain into the whole complex sys 
tems of Anglo-Indian legislation, juris- 
pradence, and policy, must be vivid and 
usefal in the highest degree. 

In these and many other like ways, 
the process of “Orientation” will be 
serviceable to the Heir Apparent. It 
is indeed a great and important part 
of education, and it would be well if our 
statesmen, lawyers, and clergymen will 
consider the advisability of submitting 
themselves to a course of education 
similar to that which the Prince pro- 
poses to go through, or rather, to speak 
more correctly, will hasten to supple- 
ment their Western teaching by a visit 
to the East. The enlargement of view 
which they would gain by seeing how 
they manage matters in Oriental 
countries, would be wide and improving. 
‘There are certain institutions in this 
land which seem very attractive when 
we see them at a distance, but which 











wear a totally different aspect when we 
getaclose sight of them. Competitive 
examination for instance has been for 
centuries the rule in China, and Life 
Peerages aro given freely here. It 
would do the advocates of these things 
good to see how they have worked, and 
are working now, in the Middle 
Kingdom. The system of Juris 
pradence which prevails in China is of 
course very much abused, but thero 
are features in the theory though not 
in the practice of the Law Courts, 
which would repay study. We no not 
imagine that a sight of the Taotai’s 
yamén would fill a Lord Chancellor or 
even a Judge of the Queen's Bench 
with admiration, but both would be the 
better for seeing how a Court of 
justice can bo carried on without advo 
cates ; and though, if he were a superfi- 
cial man, he would seo nothing but a 
corrupt judge and a crowd of still 
more corrupt underlings, he might 
learn, on a deeper acquaintance with 
the idea of theso tribunals, to modify 
the contempt for “Cadi’s Justice,” 
which he had Jearned from a remini« 
scence of a well-known passagein Sterne, 
Chinese Law may have had many 
abuses, but it has scarcely had anything 
worse than certain: suits in Chancery 
and tho trial of Arthur Orton, 
Kenealy would be impossible in the 
East. “Ib is almost superfluous to say 
that the ministers of religion would 
learn much by studying the creeds and 
tho philosophy of China, and by ob- 
serving how they go on side by sido 
with each other, A sight of the actual 
work of Protestant and Catholic Mis- 
sionaries—and discussion of the difficul- 
ties they meet with, and of the obstacles 
opposed by projudice and ignorance to 
tho roligion of the Cross, would be 
invaluable. For, in order to estimate 
tho matter fairly, Missionaries must be 
seen abroad, not at home, in their own 
chapels, not on London platforms, The 
various differences between the Pro- 
testant sects, and the effect of these 
differences on the minds of the heathen, 
can only be judged in the actual field 
of operation. How much good the 
late Dr. Norman Macleod derived from 
his Indian trip, we all know. Tho 
moral of the whole is that all Europeans 
would be improved by a period of Orien- 
tation, 





LAUNCH OF AN IRONCLAD AT THE 
KIANGNAN ARSENAL, 

‘Wednesday afternoon, there was to have 
been launched, from the irou ship-build- 
ing yard of the Kiangnan Arsonal, the 
first ironclad vessel built by the Chineso 
Government ; but there was a slight hitch 
in the arrangements, and tho vessel stop- 
ped in her descent before reaching the 
water. A steam-tug was obtained, and 
tried to tow her off, but as the tide had 
already fallen 18 inches the attompt was 
ineffectual, Subsequent attempts have 
been equally futile, and there for the 
present the vessel is jammed. 

Although insignificant when compared 
with our present enormous iron-clads in 
Europe, this vessel is still calculated to 
render very effective service in carrying out 
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the purposes for which she was built. She 
is a twin-screw vessel, built somewhat after 
the ideaof the “monitors.” ‘The Chinese, 
in carrying out such a serious undertaking 
as the proposed construction of a flest of 
iron-clads, have done wisely in beginning 
with one of small size. ‘The wisdom of 
this plan no doubt appears to them to 
consist only in the fact that they are 
endeavouring to master the difficulties, 
gradually, and step by step. But, viewing 
the matier in the light of the naval science 
of the past year or two, they have done 
wisely, becaitso iron-clads are evidently 
doonied to succumb to the recent improve- 
ments in guns and torpedoes. The contest 
that has for several years been going on 
between guns versus armour, is apparently to 
be decided in favonr of the former, With 
eighty-one ton guns, such as are present 
being made, it is aid that our enormous 
ironclads could be pierced through and 
through without difficulty ; and it is sup- 
posed they will, before many years, come 
to be regarded ns relics of a past age. 
Should this supposition prove to be true, 
China, through not having kept pace with 
the times by investing heavily in large 
ironclads, will have avoided the almost 
useless expenditure of vast sums of money. 
Tt stands to reason that, if a shot can 
go right through an armour-clad ship, 
the armour had better be dispensed with, 
Decause the débris it occasions are more 
to be dreaded by sailors than the shot 
itself. European nations cannot afford 
to lie by and wait for this compensation. 
China need bo in no such hurry, and had 
botter train men capable of fighting her 
men-of-war before she is in a hurry to 
build a fleet. 

‘We have taken somo pains to enquire 
into the history of this first attempt on the 
partof the Chinese Government, It affords

Tho specified uso was to 
lie at tho mouth of tho Whangpoo, 
or, more properly speaking, at the entrance 
to’ the river at Woosung, and occasion- 
ally to cruise on the Yangtsze, so a 
to be able to assist in the defence of 
the const and river in caso of invasion, 
It was further decided that the gun, which 
was to be placed in the bow, ‘should 
have apparatus for raising and lowering 
it on the Moncrieff principle, thus obvia- 
ting the necessity of exposure during the 
time of loading. 

‘After the designing of tho vessel was 
completed and the frames were drawn on 
the boards ready for commencing opera- 
tions, orders were given to place the gun in 
a fixed battery on Captain Symmington’s 
plan, Subsequently, having received in- 
formation that the Germans were building 
small iron-clads for the defence of the 
Rhine, orders were given that this one 
should bo similarly armoured. This neces- 
sitated considerable alterations both as 
regards length and draught of water, in 
order to enable her to carry the additional 
weight of the armour and teak backing. 
After the work had proceeded so far as to 
ronder further alterations all but impossi- 
ble, certain of the authorities in some way 
or other were led to fear that, if the gun 
were brought over to fire from either side, 
tho vessel would heel over and be sure to 























capsize. No amount of reasoning would 
convince them that, when the centre of 
gravity is moved out of the centre of a 
ship, she does not necessarily turn bottom 
upwards, The professional naval architect 
could of course be no match for a Chinese 
scholar, and hence had to give way. Much 
to his disgust and to the impairing of the 
utility of the vessel, he had to carry out 
his orders, The gun had to be placed 
permanently in the middle of the bow, and 
will have to be lowered into the hold and 
raised by means of screws on the principle 
adopted in H.B.M.’s gunboat Staunch, 
The portholes designed for the sides of 
the battery have not, therefore, been re- 
quired, and only one’ porthole exists for 
firing ‘forwards, This would prove a 
drawback when retreating from an enemy, 
because the gun could nut then be used. 
The twin-screws, however, if made to act in 
opposite directions, would cause her to 
turn round to deliver her fire in a very 
short space of tim 

But the transformations this little craft 
has undergone do not end here, His 
Excellency Li Hung-chang, hearing ‘of the 
building of the vessel, conceived the idea 
that sho would be more serviceable at 
aku than at Shanghai. He therefore 
ordered that she should be sent to the 
former place when finished, ‘This change 
of purpose necessitated many more altera- 
tious, to adapt her for a voyage at sea; 
and afurther draught of water was ren- 
dered imperative, Notwithstanding these 
additions to her draught, she will have a 
mean freo-board when ready for use, of 
45 per cent, in excess of what is required 
by the Liverpool underwriters for iron 
vessels of her depth of hold, and nino 
inches more than that of the Norwegian 
iron-clad Mjotuer, whichhas a mean draught 
of 11 feet 4 inches, with a beam of 45 feot 
6 inches, 

Beforo tho winter has set in, this little 
1 will have to proceed to her dest 
tion, and go up to Tientsin to wait till 
the ‘river opens next spring. Sho would 
be able to. prevent the embarkation of 
troops on the coast in launches, and pro- 
vent vessels of the Elk and Mosquito class 
froin entering the river, Her 63-inch 
Krupp’s gun, if properly handled, would 
render her a dangerous opponeut for ordi-

‘The following is the reply of the Foreign 
Minister of Burmah to Sir Douglas 
Forsyth’s questions with reference to the 
Into reception at Mandalay of our enemy, 
Leo Sotai: “When the Tagui Lisi 
‘came down to Mandalay, he personally 
fas not tho object of ts grant and. ov- 
remonious reception given, but in the 
same manner as thero exists a true 
and lasting flondship with tho Kingdom 
of Great Britain, so also has existed for 
generations past a true and lasting friend- 
ship with the Empire of China, Accord- 
ingly, when once in every ten years an 
Ambassador with a Royal letter and 
presents is despatched from one Kingdom to 
‘another, it is customary to do honor to the 
‘occasion by meeting aud receiving the Em- 
assy in a proper manner. Also, if within 
the ton years, in consequence of a change 
of Government, or other circumstances, an 
‘Ambassador is despatched from one country 
to another, it is the custom to receive th 
Embassy with all duo ceremony, The 
British Resident is awaro that in the 
month of Taboung 1235 (Februry, 1874) 
an Embassy consisting of Yan-Lui-Shive 
arrived at Mandalay from the Chine 
Empire, and in conformity with established 
custom, was received with all State cere- 
mony, ' In a similar manner, in the month 
of Kasong 1237 B.E. (May,’1875), subse- 
quent to the death ofthe Chinese Emperor 

iton-kyee, a Royal letter, notifying the 
accession of the younger brother ‘Tsike-tui 
to the throne, was brought to Mandalay 
by Taqui Li-Si (Lee Seo Tahee), and, in 
accordance with the custom in connection 
with the reception of Royal letters, éc., 
from the timo of the Royal ancest 
rogards both the Burmese and Chinese 
dominions, and as in the case of Royal 
letters, é&e., from the English, Italian, and 
Fronch Rulers, a grand and ceremonious 
reception was accorded.”

‘the bandits heavily bribed the Yamén un- 
derlings not to arrest them. I myself when 
ones in the town, saw and apprehended 
Li L-kao, and gave him over to the authori- 
ties. Li Heng-yin then again destroyed 
the temple by fire, and took possession of 
the produce of all the fields. I appealed 
successively to the Chi-Foo, ‘Treasurer, 
Governor and Governor-General of my 
district, butall alike referred Ue ease back 
to the Chihien without themselves havin; 

Drought before them. The 
gentry and elders then represented the 
caso to the Hien, and three bandits were 
consequently apprehended, but were never 
either examined or punished.

HEAVY RAINFALL. 

The rain which began to fall gently 
about mid-day on Tuesday, gradually in- 
creased as night approached, and at soven 
o'clock, descended in torrents, and con- 
tinued with almost unabated violence until 
some time after midnight. A cessation 
then took place, but at about 4.30 yester- 
day morning, there commenced a downfall 
unparalicled in the memory of the most 
ancient settler here. ‘The water fell with 
the noise of a cataract, and it soon became 
apparent that the sowers wero incapablo of 
carrying off so great a volume. Hour after 
hour the downpour continued, until, at 
about 7.30, all the low-lying streets and 
alleys of the Settlement were submerged— 
in some places to the depth of a foot, 
fifteen, and even eighteen inches. ‘The 
rain continued in undiminished quantity 
for at least an hour longer, but there did 
not seem to be any further rise of water in 
the flooded districts ; and when at about 
8.30 an abatement commenced, the sewers 
quickly carried off tho deluge.—Tho dis- 
trict that suffered most from this unwonted 
visitation was of course that of Hongkew, 
Seward road and its neighbourhood being 
covered to a depth reaching nearly to the 
axle-box of the carriages which some of the 
residents were obliged to obtain in order 
to leave their homes; while tho fields at 
the back of the houses, neatly as far as the 
eye could were converted into a 
lake, doubtless to the géeat damage of 
the crops, But the district gonerally was 
so to speak under water, causing much 
inconvenience and annoyance to the resi- 
dents by the flooding of the lower apart- 
ments of their houses. Tho Chinese in 
particular, suffered greatly in this way.— 
In the English Settlement, the Honan, 
Foockow and Shantung roads, and a 
portion of the Hankow road, appear to 
have suffered most, In many native 
houses the water rose to the height of over 
a foot, and in several opposite the German 
Club in the Foochow road, the furniture 
in the lower rooms was set affoat. Tho 
Honan road, between the Municipal offices, 
and extending for a long distance in both 
directions was at least ten inches under

water at the sides, the crown also being 
invisible, Through an alley leading from 
the Hoopeh to the Fohkien road, the flood 


| ran like a mill-race, filling the houses and 


driving out tho inhabitants, who with 
usual Chinese thoughtlessness, stood in 
the main road, laur‘ing and shouting at 
what might have proved the destruction of 
their homes, That this was not at all 
unlikely, was proved by tho fact that in 
the Louza district, seven Chinese houses 
in different streets, fell in consequence of 
the soaking they received, fortunately 
causing only slight injury to person in 
one instance.—The ‘Consular Compound 
and the interior of the Race Course wero 
also transformed for the time into lakes of 
considerable extent, and we believe somo 
parts of the Public Garden wore also sub- 
merged, but fortunately without damago 
being done.—The French Settloment does 
not appear to have been so sorely 
visited, although several of the thorough 
fares wero flooded more or less,—In tho 
native City, matters were much worse, 
in consequence of the narrowness of the 
streets and the almost total lack of sewer- 
age, ‘The Chehsién’s Yamén and other 
public buildings were washed out, as woro 
hundreds of shops and private houses; 
and although considerable amount of 
floatable property was carried away by tho 
flood and destroyed, the City cannot fail 
to be benefited by the unusual cleansing it 
has received.—That tho rain extended for 
long distance in the country was evi- 
denced by tho volume of water which 
poured down the creeks into the H wangpoo, 
—in the Soochow Creok, the current ran at 
over six miles an hour, and the discolora- 
tion of the water showed that vast quanti- 
ties of soil must have been washed away. 
Fortunately it was ebb tide during tho 
flood, or the effects would probably have 
been disastrous—The rain continued 
throughout the forenoon Wednesday, but 
slowly abating ; and at about 9.30 it 
coased altogether, while at 4.30 thero was 
a twinkle of sunshine, though the clouds 
still hung heavily oround. 


























AN INCIDENT AT SEA. 


On Monday morning, August 2nd, the 
barquo Francesco Calderon, 1,158 tons, 
Captain Jackson, from Syduey’ to Shang- 
hai, experienced some extraordinary 
weather when but a short distance from 
the China coast, ‘The morning broke dead 
calm, but densely cloudy, and at 4.16 
the ‘wind began to rise from the N. E., 
suddenly veering to N.N.E. Fosring 
something worse, it was decided to put 
the ship about, ‘but no sooner was tl 
done than tho’ wind again blew protty 
fresh from the N.E. ‘The yards wero 
braced to meet this now emergency, and 
the barque laid on a course N.W. by 
N.3N., making about four knots an 
hour. About 5.15 a water-spout was seen 
a little to leeward, which broke all at once, 
the immense quantity of water falling 
from it churning the sea into foam for 
some distance around. The clouds still 
gathered, in heavy threatening masses of 
inky blackness, and rain and increased 
wind—probably a typhoon—were momen 
tarily expected, to meet which every duo 
preparation was made. Nothing moro 
occurred, however, until about 12.30, 
when rain began to fall in such torrents 
that the Seuppers could not carry off the 
water and the decks were flooded. In 
stantly a fierce squall of wind; atruck the 
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uo on the port-beam, and, although 
barge ieoply” laden with coal, threw 
hor almost on her starboard beamends, 
the bulwarks being nearly buried in the 
tea, Tho order was given to let go every- 
thing, but there was no time to cast off the

‘THR JAPANESE FESTIVAL OF “BON.” 
(Rising Sun.) 
ious but somewhat interesting 
” or ‘Festival of Bon 
ights of the 13th to the 
Of its origin we have been 
wn any reliable information, and 
with many it seems to be the force of custom 
that leads them to join in the popular cere- 
monies. However, whethor this is 50, or 
whether they indeed wholly believe in ‘this 
superstitions ceremony, it makes but little 
difference to them, and in no-wise lessens 
their zeal and devotion in celebrating it. This 
year’s festival, in spite of the rapid strides of 
W , and. the progress of the 
Japanese, seems to have been more brilliant 
than during the past few years, though even 
this “Bon” was not to be compared with 
those held ten years ago, 

On the first evening of the festival, a kind 
of altar was prepared in the houses, on which 
was placed every kind of fruit and’ vegetable 
of the season, for the entertainment of the 
gnests (Spirits) from Goku-Raku, the Buddhist 
Paradise. The first guests who are thus 
entertained, are the “new souls,” or those 
who have died or departed since the previous 
“Bon.” In the evening the remaining members 
of the family of those who have departed, 
visit the graves and illuminate them with 
Ianterns, as, wo are told, the signal for 
introducing the guest. On the evening of the 
Mth, the older inhabitants of Goku-Raku 
appear, and then, after we suppose a formal 
introduction, they hold their fraterual festival, 
d perhaps drink toasts to the memory of 
‘Friends Astern,” to whose extremegenerssity 
they are indebted for such o luxurious ban- 
que. 





























































‘The following midnight the “older” spirits 
take their departure in high state, not exactly 
in “chariots of fire,” but really in “juuks of 
fire.” A number of straw junks are previously 
made; and at midnight of the 15th, the 
lanterns with which the graves lind’ been 
illuminated, and the offerings upon which the 
“guests” wero supposed to have feasted, 
these are all placed inside the junks and set 
afloat. These junks (which vary from about 
three fest in length to even seven yards) are 
so made as to ignite and burn up when they 
leave the shore ; and as the spirits are sup- 
posed to go on board, and as they do not 
‘again appear until the next “Bon,” we are 
left to no other conclusion than that they de- 

rt in ‘janks of fire.” The ‘new souls” 
depart in’ the same triumphant manner the 
following evening, and the ‘Festival of Bon” 
concludes. 

‘The natives of other parts of Japan do not 
illuminate the graves as at Nagasaki, but they 
offer to their guests ornamental im 
their own houses, and very often spend the 
evening in dancing in the temple-yard or in 
the streets.‘ Bon” is supposed, by the 
Buddhists, to be the New Year's day of the 
Spirit-world, 




















BURMESE COMPLICITY. 
(Rangeon Gazette.)

It is curious to note how the details of Colonel 
Sladen’s experiences in connection with the last 
expedition have faded from the recollection

which evidence went to show, was 
hair's breadth of being carried into execution, 
‘Tho King sent to the Bhamo Woon written 
orders to raise the country and dispose of the 
members of the expedition. He directed 
them to bo taken to the Nampoung,—H’goung, 
or river, which flows into the Taepen, 
between Ponline and Ponsee—then follow 
an idiom susceptible of two translations, the 
Burmese being thatha kha gya, which may be 
taken to mean, ‘‘softly and gently,” or that 
their destination reached, they were to be 
posed of like the fine dust or husk of the 
rice. None were to come back. ‘These writ- 
ten orders fell into Sladeu’s hands, to who 
the King said, in enigmatical phrase, 

jor to the departare of the former from 
fandalay, that he, the King, would like 
to keep tho Political Agents better pa 
at Mandalay, but that the bad part of him 
might go on—doubtless to the banks of the 
Nampoung kyoung, which was intended to be 
the bourne from whence none were to return. 
Unfortunately the mysterious epistle did not 
remain long in English hands. It was stolen 
by ‘Sladen’s confidential tlerk, who bolted 
froma Ponsee at night, and whose services in 
th matter were acknowledged by the gift of 
an appointment in the Palace, where the 
returning expedition afterwards had the 
pleasure of again seeing him. ‘The command to 
excite the: country, no doubt, by circulating 
the most. preposterous reports of the objects 

of the expedition, was carried 
out by a select corps of a hundred Burmese 
soldiers which hovered round. ‘The very first 
march, namely, that from Seekaw to Ponline, 
saw the expedition almost entirely looted ; and 
by the time itreached Ponsee, whereSladen had 
the first of several narrow escapes from being 
shot, the whole population was swarming on 
the line of road, aud every Saubwa was brim- 
ful of objections. ‘Time, and on the part of 
the leader, pluck, and’ admirable temper, 
carried the expedition ou through this, and it, 
moved towards Manwyne, hindered and 
thwarted more or less at every step, and 
again, at the latter place, fiercely attacked. 
Lee ‘si ‘Thai from the Shawlung, sent in a 
Message that the road was closed Still the 
leader pushed on, only at Nantin to undergo 

































































another and final looting of the remainder of 
his baggage, aud to have his advanced guard 
of some two or three Panthay officers ehot ly 
Lee Tsi Thai’s followers!

ON THE PRESS LAWS OF JAPAN, 
(By a Japanese Samurai.) 


Sinco the Press Laws have appeared with 
their threats of heavy fines and imprison. 
ment, they have becowe the chief topic of 
controversy, attracting the consideration of 
Sensible meu, and supplying the editors 
with a wide’ field for comment; in which 
however, they cannot work with all th 
abilities, not being quite ready with the 
meaus for providing against. tho’ risk to 
which they ‘aro always subjected, Nol 
withstanding their position, somo have v 
tured to protest agatust the Press Lava, and 
hhold the Government responsible for the whole 
blame, which is hardly fair. think a litle 
consideration will show that not only the 
Government, but the people themselves cannot 
escape from blame, because they did much to 
render it necessary that some restraining laws 
should be made. It is quite true that the 
government has taken very severe means to 
repress tho free speech of the people, but it 
isequally true that the people have gone 
too far in their public discussions on 
povtical attr, ‘co tht they, sometines 

‘ave caused tnuecessary commot 
they imagine the Press is the proper ius 
ment for upbraiding each other, and re 
veniging their grievances on the Government, 
30 that sometimes tho papers bear the 
‘apect of a battle field, in which the editors 
have to bear the brunt of the action, As 
Jong as such a fooling exiete in the peopl, 
they cannot avo frecdom of specch ; that 
Tiberty can only he consistent when tho 
Government his the good-will of the nation, 
Tho people must abnain from going bool 
the limits of discretion in their arguments, 
and while advocating that which is right, be 
careful to refrain from giving unnecestary 
offence. I believe there ‘are many persois 
‘who think that the advent of the Press Laws 
is to be attributed to the present form 
of Government, and that they cavuot be 
Toug as the present Govern 
Dut so far as 1 can judge 
opinion is not well founded ; aud 
‘can bo no two opinions about the 
injuries inflicted upon the people, and when 
they resort to such measures. their condition 
ia rendered worse than before. The mildness 
of the British Government is less owing to 
form than its confidence in the good-will of 
the people. It admits of great_persoual 
liberty, ‘with freedom of public discussion 
because it knows tint this freedom of apeesh 
and action will not be abused. By a rule 
deeply founded in human nature, one extreme 
in political action ix apt to produce auether 
fof an opposite kind. If, from whatever cause, 

strong cur has for a considerable time been 
imposed on the people, they will be ap, whea
